COTTONWOOD FALLS, Kan-(/P) 


—The smash of the air transport plane 
which plunged to death Knute Rock- 
no of Notre Dame and seven others 
remained a mystery Thursday after 
a coroner's jury reported that the air 
liner fell from the clouds out of con- 
trol. 


What happened above the dense 


curtain of clouds 
to send the craft 


plunging earthward with one wing 
torn off was unexplained by stock- 
men of the Flint Hills who heard the 
rironc of invisible motors, heard them 
falter and then saw the ship spinning 
r^wn from the murk, headed for its 
doom. 


Aviation experts and officials of 


Transcontinental and 
Western 
Air, 


Inc., owners of the passenger and mail 
piano supplemented the testimony of 
the eye witnesses, but added nothing 
to solve the mystery. 


The twisted debris which was a tri- 


mctor Fokkcr, was under gllurd at the 
scene of the crash, while authorities 
investigated the possibility that a 
large sum of money wns in the wreck- 
age. 


H. J. Christen of Chicago, one of 


the victims, was said by his attorney 
there to have withdrawn 555,000 from 
u bank just before embarking. 


Testimony indicated that the air 


liner circled about through blinding 
clouds some minutes before the crash. 


Robert 
Blackburn, 
who saw the 


transport nose from the cloudy sky 
and fall in u pasture 11 milts south- 
west of here, told of hearing the drone 
of motors above the clouds, of the 
sound passing from earshot, only to 
return five minutes later. Upon the 
plane's return he said the motors wore 
faltering . 


Similar stories about the circling of 


the plane were told by Edward Baker 
and his brother, Arthur, who were 
first to reach the wreck. Edward Bak- 
er said he detected the odor of gaso- 
line when he reached the wreckage, 
but there was no evidence of an ex- 
plosion or fire. 


Among the witnesses were J. A. Col- 


lings, Columbus, O.,- assistant super- 
intendent of the Eastern division for 
Transcontinental and 
Western Air. 


Inc., and Jack Frye, vice president in 
charge of operations at Los Angeles, 
who flew here to investigate the ac- 
cident. 


Frye said the parting of a wing on 


types of ship such as the Fokker were 
unheard of in his experience. Ceilings 
said he had heard of such an accident 
only vaguely. 


Lee Mann, deputy sheriff, said he

Fred joined his brother in Little 


Rock the same year, having served his 
newspaper apprenticeship as telegraph 
editor of the Memphis Scimitar.

Luke E. Wright, a member of the 
Philippine Commission appointed by 
President Taft.

It seems that the cooking business 


must have started back in the Gard- 
en of Eden when the first apple was 
eaten raw. 


One supposes that Madam Eve be- 


came bored with the inotony of eat- 
ing apples the same way all the time, 
and one day tosses a glossy cheeked 
one into the hot ashes or a pot of 
boiling water to see what would hap- 
pen. It made a great hit with Adam, 
and, flattered, Madam Eve from thence 
forward tested her originality in pre- 
paring apple dishes. 


At any rate, the subject of food 


has retained its popularity throughout 
the ages, Miss Rada -Sue Garretl de- 
clares, who is to conduct a free eook- 


li school for women readers of The 


Star beginning April 20 at the Saeng- 
er Theatre. She has found that all 
the "old fellows" of forgotten cen- 
turies were great eaters. They would 
have sneered in open contempt for 
the lowly hot dog stand and the 
sandwich - and - glass -.of - milk lunch 
And extravagant—the most luxurious 
hostess of today has nothing on Cleo- 
patra's dish of ;>. melted pearl, weigh- 
ing seventy-four carats and valued at 
six million sestrces. And there was 
a spendthrift son of Aesopus, who dis- 
solved his sweetheart's pearl earring 
in vinegar,, and "quaffed a cool five 
thousand at a draught." 


And whereas the proud and glitter- 


ing peacock today struts around in a 
oo or oinaments luiuJsome country 
.states, tlu culurful bird was used by 


the Greeks for food. They were killed, 
skinned and cooked. Then the gor- 
geous cover of plumage was replaced 
when the bird was served on the 
table. 


Louis XIV of France was a king who 


liked to dine well and 
long. The 


Duchesse D'Orleans relates that she 
had frequently seen him consume 
four plates of different soups, a whole 
pheasant, a partridge, a large plate of 
salad, a large portion of mutton, two 
good slices of ham a plateful of sweet- 
meats, fruit and preserves. Still, in 
his old age, he became miserable when 
his physician cut him off from just 
one of his favorite dishes. 


The old English seem to have had 


good, plain appetites. Four and five 
hundred years ago they had four 
means daily—breakfast at seven, din- 
ner at ten. supper at four, and "liv- 
ery" at eight. The Britons lived most- 
ly out of doors. Their stomachs were 
strong dishes—whale, porpoise, seal, 
strong dishes—wale, 
porpoise, seal, 


and grampus. They used in 
many 


ways spoils of the chase, wild fowls 
especially. In Pepys' Diary, he de- 
scribes one 'of his company dinners— 
"a brace of stewed carps, six roast 
chickens, jowl of salmon hot for the 
i'ir.st course; a tansy, a sweet dish made 
of eggs, and cream; two neat's tongues 
and cheese." 


All of which probably look the cooks 


or housekeepers many long hours of 
weary labor to 
prepar^.. Modern 


receipcs we no longer cumbersome, 
Miss Garrett points out, und she will 
emphasize in her cooking school short 
steps in cooking, general "up-to-date- 
nesL'." and methods which will cut 
short the lime and labcr the house- 
wife must spend in her kitchen.
